Many are of Laertius his minde, they 
would haue but one Law; affirming, 
'Vbt multi Medici yjbi mults morbi, where 

there are many Phyſitians, there are 
| many | 
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| many diſcaſes. But more arc of Deme- 
| nex minde, Leges prorſus eſſe inutules , 
[to haue no Law ar all, affirming the 
| good need them nor, the bad will not 

be betrered by them. Sure as they 
which maintaine thele opinions, are 
not of the good, who need no Lawes, 
ſo it is to be feared they would be farre 
| worſe if they were without Lawes : tis 
| old but true,Oderunt peccare mall formi- 
dine pane : But wee Chriſtians ſay with 
|S, Peter, Lawes are needfull for good 

[and bad; for the puniſhment evill 
| doers, and for the defence of and in-' 
' couragement of them that doe well ,' 
[I Pet. 2.15. And wee approue that of| 
; Chriſoſtome , To make Muficke on a' 
Harpe,it is not ſufficient ro play on one| 
ſtring, but all muſt be ſtrucke in due 
meaſure and proportion.Man as I haue | 
ſaid, conſiſts of a body and a ſoule, to 

both a Law is required : atthe firft, the 
Law of the Soule was written in heart, 
for without this Law Abe! could not 
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have offered the acceptable Sacrifice, 
Heb. 11. In the ficſt ages the Law of 
Nature reſtrained thoſe finnes which 
'after, the Law of Nations forbad. The 
hielt written Law giuen to the Elect | 
| people of God, being Eccleſiaſticall | 
binding the ſoule, was given into the 
hands ct Moſes a Leuite, but the cor- 
rupt manners of men cauſcd them to 
be extended to the puniſhment of the 
| body : wherein as God referued the | 
| Indgement and inquiſttion to Aeſes, 
the execution Was done by the hands | 
| of tlic people, not by the Leuites, 
Time perfedted Sinne, Sinne ſeuerity : 
the people weary of the ſtri& gouern- | 
ment of Samu-/ a Leuite, will haue a 
King chough of the 1 ribe of Renta- 
min, tO tuage vs (lay they) and to goe: 
out befors Vs, I 54m. 8, But was this 
requel} againſt the ordinance of God ? 
No. the Law of/ Deuteronomie long. 
before, gauc inſtruction for the choo- 
{ing of King, and preſcribed a Law s 
r o_ 
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the King, ſo that the Iſraclits ſinned not 
in their requeſt, but in the time of their 
requeſt, not attending Gods leaſure. 
Was the Eccleſiaſticall Law abroga- 
ted now ? No, the King muſt take the 
Law and reade it diligently from the 
hands ofthe Prieſt, in one andthe fame| 
Chaprer, Dewt. 17. 

Now that it is called B:xds here, is 
in reſpe& of that tye which the King 
hath vpon the People, bound to ob- 
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ſerue his Lawes,not repugnant to Gods 
Law, for then they ceaſe to be Lawes; 
and of him to the peOple, as you may 
read of King Dauid, 2 Sam. 5. which 
hee cals there, The Cournant betweene 
him and the people. And in 1 $am.10. 
Samuel declareth to the people the 
duty ofaKingdome. So you ſee here 
was a King ouer the people aboue the 
Prieſt, but neyther L1wes abrogated, 
they being indeede the two harids of 
2 King, which muſt detend and waſh 
one another : though the wicked per- 
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| [wade them they ate feet, the one can- 
not be lifred vp vnleſle the other be 
thruſt downe, godly men will attend 
Samucl home, though Sau! be choſen 
aboue him: but they are branded for 
vvicked men that fliohred the Ciuill 
Magiſtrate vvhen they had a Tempo- 
rall, 1 Sam. 10.27. Such men forget 
| that Sa/omens Throne had Lyons on 
| eyther ſide ro ſupport it,that our Kings 
carry a Croſſe in one hand, as vvell 
{ as Sword in the other. As the Mini- 
| {try acknowledges all obedience to the 
remporall power, not as Be/larmine 
and his broode affirme, 7 r4tionts non 
Legis, (ed virationis & Legis, Both by 
the Law of God and humane reaſon: 
ſo likewiſe it is the duty of the Tempo- 
rall Magiftrate to riſe vp to Nathan, as 
Dauid did, to vphold ho priuiledges 
of the Church, as good Conſtantine 
did ; Not (faith hee) onely becauſe I 
am {worne ſo to doe : but becauſe I 


am ſ{worne to that which the Law of 
God|

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God commandeth. There are ſome 
that though they defire nor to haue 
the government of the Church whol- 
ly extinguithed , yet with Yz24 they 
thinke it had neede of their help: others 
with the buſic Bethſhemites will be 
prying into the Arke, they will be in- 
quiring , and looking intothe defects 
of Church-goucrnment , be it bug.to 
fill vp their diſcourſe, haaing no; 
place nor purpoſe for the amending it : 
But the ſame God which ſtruck YVzz4 
dead for doing the ficſt, 2.529.6. will 
not let theſe eſcape more then he did 
the Bethſhemires, of whom he deſtroy.

Thereare a third Se, and thoſe are 
purt quifi minime puri, the impuritans 
of our time, theſe neuer ceaſe crying 
out to the Church, as the Diuell 
did vnto Chriſt, caſt thy ſelte downe,
